Forest Receipts 
Report Given 


$5,352 County's Share In 
Revenues For Year On 
Federal Timber Reserve 


A fact little known to the average 
citizen is that the National Forests pay 
to the States within which their 
boundaries lie, 25 per cent of all re- 
ceipts taken in. These funds, upon be- 
ing paid into the state treasuries, arc 
in turn distributed to the various coun- 
ties by the state government. 

From receipts taken in during the 
fiscal year 1937 on the Eldorado Na- 
tional Forest, El Dorado County will 
receive a net amount of $5,352.30 ac- 
cording to a bulletin released from the 
Supervisor’s Headquarters. These re- 
ceipts accrued chiefly from timber 
sales, grazing permits, special use per- 
mits covering home and resort sites, 
etc. 

The total amount paid to the State 
of California for the same period from 
all the National Forests within its 
boundaries was $177,664.25.
